Back Simple Majority 
Baron Van Starckenborgh Van 
Stachouer of the Netherlands de­ 
clared that he was “not satisfied" 
with a British amendment provid­ 
ing that recommendations of the 
peace conference to the council of 
foreign ministers In drafting treaties 
for five losers of World War II be 
of two kinds—those passed by a two- 
thirds vote and those passed by a 
simple majority. 
"Both types of recommendations 
shall be submitted to the council of 
foreign ministers for their consid­ 
eration," 
the 
British amendment 
said. 
The Netherlands delegate stated 
that a simple majority should suf­ 
fice for any recommendation of the 
conference. 
Eevard Kardej, leader of the Yugo­ 
slav delegation, again stated his 
government's position In favor of a 
two-thirds rule, stating that a simp­ 
le majority might upset some of the 
“satisfactory solutions" reached by 
the big four foreign ministers, with 
small nations possibly joining some 
larger ones to enforce their point of 
view.

Dominican Republic Has 
New Earthquake Tremor 


Miami, Fla., August 5 (TP)—A radio 
message from Ciudad Trujillo re­ 
ported that a fresh tremor shook the 
Dominican Republic at 9:20 A. M 
(EDT) today in the wake of yester­ 
day’s violent earthquake 
in 
the 
Caribbean area. 
Pan American airways in Miami 
said a message from its Ciudad Tru­ 
jillo airport described the tremor as 
being "of slight intensity." No fur­ 
ther de til i Is were given. 
Available reports indicated that 
yesterday’s series of quakes ap­ 
parently centered in the deepest 
hole in the Atantic ocean and was 
so intense that it knocked out a 
recording seismograph in St. Louis, 
more than 2,000 miles away, but 
caused little surface damage. 
One report said five tremors hit 
Ciudad Trujillo, capital of the Do­ 
minican Republic, yesterday, with 
one of Hie tremors lasting 45 sec­ 
onds. 
Reports of a tidal wave lacked 
any confirmation here. 
Dr. Marion Gilmore, of the army 
and 
navy’s hurricane service in 
Miami said the heart of the quake 
was either north or south of Puerto 
Rico or quite possibly in the Mil­ 


waukee depth, 30,246 feet below sea 
level and 50 miles off the northeast 
coast of Santa Domingo. 
(The United States coast and geo­ 
detic survey lists the Milwaukee 
depth as the deepest point in the 
Atlantic ocean. It was discovered in 
1939 by the U S. Cruiser Milwaukee 
while on naval maneuvers.) 
Dr, Gilmore said that if tile earth­ 
quake centered under the sea, a 
tidal wave would possibly result. 
H ie shock was so severe that it 
put out of commission seismographs 
at the U. S. Naval station in Puerto 
Rico at 1:49 (EDT), at Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, at 1:53-30 p. rn. (EDT), 
and in Trinidad at 1:53:46 p. rn. 
(EDT). 
Pan American airways’ installa­ 
tion at San Juan reported that the 
shock could be felt for three min­ 
utes while the walls shook, but that 
no damage was apparent. A brief 
power failure occurred in San Juan. 
The earthquake was described by 
a physicist in Cincinnati as "cata­ 
strophic.” It was recorded as "maj­ 
or” and "very severe” by seismo­ 
graphs 
in 
Philadelphia; 
Weston, 
Mass.; New York; Washington: St. 
Louis, Cincinnati; and Pasadena, 
Cauf.
